Thoso Sukhis wore orlginally wrilton in a 
yory orndo language, inlorminglad with pootry. 
Through thom wo become acquuintod with tho 
origin of the Sotkh religion; tho mannors and 
ensioms of tho Svikhs ; and many of their pro. 
pheoies bearing upon political and ecclosiastical 

¥ matlors. Such prophocios aro always found sent 
‘ lored throygh {their historteal books, as in tho 
| Aludis of tho Muhomedans, ‘and aro tho main 
Leena of tho orrors into which thoy havo boon 
rotten ted, 
‘fy Government a bovk like ho progent, is 
no doubt of groal valuo ; and, being mysolf due 
Jy impressed with its importinco, I venture to 
offer ib for tho gravions accoplanco of ITis Royal 
(Iighnoss, tho Princo of Wales.

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TIE NATURE OF THE SEIKIE PROPIEOIES. 

Tnjustica, tyranny, and misrulo, aro the main 
sources of commotions ; bub as thoso disturbing 
agenta havo vanished under tho present adminis- 
tration, which hag introduced laws and reaula- 
tions auiled to tho ago, and to tho allered con~ 
dition of tho couniry, having rolreined Lrom in. 
torforonaa in roligions maltors, far gronter ponco 
and lwanquillily, than existed ab any formor period, 
linve heon secured, ‘hore should have been no 
muutinios under such an administration, and a con- 
dinnous peace should havo reigned over the coun 
try; bub wo And that disturbances havo taken 
plas, ‘hoso aro to bo atiributed to tho voli. 
gloks projudioos of tho poopls, by whom tho very 
foloranoo of the govornmont is regarded na 6 
‘hardship, ‘tho old prophocies affect their minds 
bio such a dogree, that thoy aro offen tampled 
plo siviko for Srocdom, ‘Without mulliplying in- 
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stances, il will bo suflicient to mention tho mn« 
diny of 1857, and tho recent Kukn onthrenk. 

Tho ignoranco of tho people, tho tolerance of 
tho government, and tho jealousioy and snap. 
cions arising ont of antagonistic oreeds, have ofton 
endangered tho country, Designing men prompt. 
ol by tho extravagant assurances of prophooy 
havo ofton lnvoct thofe countrymen to destuelion, 
and imprognatod their minds with an undying 
hostility to thoir rulovs, 

Roligion itself appours to have lost ila hold 
upon mon’s minds, for wo find many ondesyours 
ing to oslublish now yreligiony, but the old pro. 
phocios still maintain their ground, and will yet 
load {o important changos, 

‘Shoao prophooies, howovor, aro more fibrientiona, 
as J shall ondenvowr to show, Shrowd mon wilhout 
any supernatural powers, avo often ablo (o sean thet 
probabilitios of tho fulure ; and those under they 
Infltietos,prompted By faith, olton take auch al 
asin tho endynatually bring about Ue fulllment

ho snmo time predicted that his followers would al- 
witys prove vigtorious if they fonght bravely. heir 
nit in Multomed wag so great that they invariahly 
fought well, aud as euaset the fulfilaiont of an 
aninspived predietion, Th this way now were offen 
Joluded into the helio? that theiy selfmade prophals 
rosyes4od supernatural powers,

&° Ltda recorded that Qua Gobind Singh on ona 
anston nddroxsod g sorvgnt named Ram our, ov 
i Bing, ng fallonais.c ‘Bhut’ Singh, ‘a Jow onato 
Will ulso Lo power, and ‘rule without fav’ Prodic- 
ons to tho anmo offoct may bo found in all the 
Kastnra, whoro it is dislinay slated ial in tha. 
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prosont Kalijug, matters will gradually go from 
bad to worse, tik a baso casio becomos paramount, 
Ram Singh Kuke simply modified this prophecy to 
suil his own onds, 

Another intorpretation is that tho lion of Ram, 
4, ¢, Rein Singh, will becomo tho rulor of this cou 
try ; that his position will aé first bo ondangored by 
mon of low onslo, but thabin tho ond ho will trl. 
umph. ° 

It will be at onco soon that theso indofinite words 
may bo made to rofor to any ono that happens to be 
callod Ram Singh ; and thusit.ig ihal whonevor 
Ram Singh makos himself prominont if why a 
this prophecy is at onco supposod to point’ to himf - 
Ram Singh Kuka had therefore no diffleulty tn my 
ing his followers belioyo that he himself was tho subq 
ject of the prophooy. 

Another passngo of tho sama nature, is to vf 
found in the 15th Sakbi, Ibis as follows +—~ :

Tho word Rilpoor ought to moan Rawal Pindeo, 


and tho words ‘cnrpontor's son! would thon point 
to tho Ramghavrrias, a fumily of Svilkh onrpentors 
who possoss oxtonsive cstalos and avo growing richor 
ovory day. Bat no Ramgharria’ Sirdar hay hithor- 
to paid any attention to this prediction, If they 
altachod any woight to il, ib would bo onsy for them 
to.collect a Invgp body of followers Ram Singh 
Kuka, howovor, intorprots tho words in hig own fi 
your, and has succeoded in Ingpiring his ignorant 
followers with n firm bolfof in himself, IIo rapro~ 
sonts himsolf to bo tho truo Ream Singh, bocauso 
ho isa carpentor, and as for Rilpoor, ho finds no 
diffoully,in proving that it moana Raya Bhani, bia 
own native villago, 

Although tho passngos I havo quoted ocow in 
difforont Sulchis, still, intorosled and dosigning in« 
torprotors bring thom togothor to sult thofr own 
purposos. Jt may bo woll quoslionod how Mil. 
poor oan moan Raya Bhani, thoro being no ro« 
semblance bolweon the lwo words 5 but unprinoipled , 
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mon aro not ovor nico: tho wérds begin with the 
samo lotlor, and that thoy know will suffieo to do- 
Inde tho ignorant. ; 

Predictions, it ig woll known, havo oflon tuned 
out truoby chanco, Those regarding Daloob Singh 
wore ovidently uninspired, but still tho courso of 
eyonis has led tho vulgar fo considor thom ful- 
filled, as thoy have not the sonso, or tho knowledgo, 
which can alono onablo us to judgo in such matters, 
Examino the Sakhi book, and it will bo at onco 
clear, that ovents hayo turnod against Ram Singh, 
but still the mass of tho pooplo continuo io bolieye 
in him, ; 

These prophecies are mysterious and vague, and 

woll calculated to deceive tho people, 

If tho Kuka soot is not suppressed, ils 
dootrines will spread, and load to outbronks far mora 
violent and serious than tho last, ‘Tho Sakhi of 
Sohava has mado a doop impression upon thois 
minds, ond from all I hayo hoard thoro 18 every pro» 
bability of anolhor attempt to realize the assuranoas 

. therein givon. ; 


The nature of the Sikh prophwvies nit 
At Sohava, ag indicaled by the prophecy, a largo 
poopul hag alvendy ovorsprond a jund, and ix on- 
voloping iL moro and moro completely overy day. 
Tho timo is therofore drawing near, and of this the 
Kukaa fool go suro, thal they ofton go lo Svhave 
to watoh tho progress of tho peopnl, ‘ Alns they 
exolaim, looking ab the trees, ‘tho peopul haa not 
yot fully covered tho jund. Tira Singh and others 
disobeyed our Guru in boing too preaipitald, and 
bronght all this migory upon us, But our Gra ts 
infallible, When the poopul covers tho jund com- 
plotoly, he will roturn to India and conquer it’ 
This slory of tho jund and tho poopul is ovident~ 
ly a yecont fabrication, Ib must have beon writion 
hy somo fanatic who was shrowd onough to poroulye 
+ tint tho poepul would oyontually spread over the 
jund treo, Tb is opon to suspicion, eyon if wo admib 
thot Gara Gobind Singh was its author, for ho 
must havo soen that nothing was moro probable 
than that the peepul would sooner or later destroy 
tho jund. Tho Guru's followers wore  inereasing 
rapidly, and simply necded a slimulus to urge thom 
a 
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to daring deeds, A prediction of this naluro was 
well caleulated to awakon thoir onergics, and to in- 
spire them with hopo. Thoro is nothing surprising in 
tho fact of their bolisving it, for doos it not promise 
thom the soveroignty of the country, Ono peculiar 
feature of the orodulily of tho Soikhs is, thal thoy 
can novor conceive how a prediction may bo ac- 
complished by chance, or in the ordinary course of 
events without being inspired. [hoy nover caro 
to notico, that while scores of predictions have turned 
out false, only ono or tivo have proved to bo ne, 

In 1828, Bahadar Singh, a zimindar of Bhadauy, 
aman of the same stamp as Ram Singh Kuka, 
gave himsolf out to he a prophet. Ho built a tank 
at Athur, a villago in tho Tahseel of Jagraon, and 
callod il Ram’ Sar, or Ram’s tank, Annual fairs 
bogan to bo hold thoro, aud poople flockod to it 
in groal numbers, Ifo was takon prisonor in at 
attack on Bhadawr, and sank at oneo into obliyiont 
His prophecios wore no Jonger hooded, and no ong 
looks forward {o thoir fulfilmont, 

It would be well for tho Scikhs to profil by th the 
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aad exporiencos of tho past So/many imposilions 
havo boon practicod upon thom, that it is high 
time to bocomo cautious. ,, ho prophocias of 
Surbung in 1857 havo all turned out false, but 
tho Seikhs havo not yot opened their eyes 3 thoy 
aco atill in fact willing to bo deceived. 

Tho Sakhi Book gavo rigo toa rovoll in Tahora 
in favor of Daleob Singh, during tho Svikh regime, 
but ils prodictions turnod out fulso, and tho boole 
waa sot aside as unreliablo and worthless, Tlow~ 
ovor, it hag rogainod its hold upon tho crodulily of 
tho vulgar ; and to il wo must atlributo tho recent 

“Kula outbreak, Tho massos of tho Seikh popula 
tion avo too ignorant to bo trusted ; thoy aro liablo 
to bo led astray by dosigning mon 3 and it behooves 
the governmont thoroforo to bo vigilant, 

A. porusal of tho-legonds contnined in tho Sakht 
Book, cannot fuil to bo of advantage. Thoro ts no 
doubt thatthe Soikhs will continuo subjeot to tho gama 
influences as hitherto, and thelr past hislory, thero- 

Soro, will, I think, be tho bost guide to tho statosman.

Guru Togh Bahadar intonded thal tho account 
of his travols should bo road by pilgrims for their 
guidanco in this yalo of tears. In accordance 
with tho wishes of his faithful and dovotod disei~ 
plos he got ont on a pilgrimage, and, alter tho 
firsh stage, halted near a woll al Sail-Abad,* a 
placo as chaming as Panch Butloo.t  Sharf-din, 
tho chiof of this villago, was a good hoarted gon-

tlovhan. Tfeniing of the Gura’s arrival ho was 
overjoyed, and wailed on him with progonts con- 
sisting of excellent fruit, and furnished him with 
supplios. Addressing tho Guru ho said, ‘ O honored 
Guru, you havo blossed mo” The Guru replied, 
‘You have set your thoughts on God, and therofora 
you and yours shall bo blessed for 21 genorations,’ 
Sharf-din asked tho Guru to pul up at his palaco, but 
tho Guru replied that ho was yory comforlablo where 
ho was, Leaving some sorvanis io wail upon tho 
Guru, Sharf-din roturned to his palaco, whore ho 
propared separate apartments for tho Guru and hig 
honored Jady, who had accompanied him, Tho ar- 
yangemonts being at last comploted, Sharf-din wont 
to tho gardon in which the Guru was oneampod, 
and pressed him to remove to tha apartmonts pre» 
pared for him, Accopting tho offor, the Gura sot 
out on horseback for tho palaco, accompanied hy 
Sharf-din who walked at his side, while tho Gtru's 
lady followed in a covered palanquin, On arriving 
ab the gate of the town, tho Guru’s eyes fell upon a 
mosque, and Sharf-din immediately said that thal 
* *yas the house of God, bat that the placo prepared 
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for his reeoption was a fow steps farthor.on, When 
the Guru arrived at hiy destination, Sharfdin  pre- 
sented him with gold-mohars, and robes, and made 
an obeisanee to him, whilo his wifo likewiso mado 
an oboisance to the Gure’s lady and presonled hor 
with sovoral articles of dress, and ornaments, 

Tho Gara askod Sharf-din why ho had )uilt 
his houso thero, and Sharf-din veplicd that tho spol 
wag an auspicious one, for ho onco obseryod, while 
out riding, some wolves in puvsuil of a sheop with 
a now born lamb, and both oscapod unharmed, 
Tho Guru remarking that tho walls of tho build. 
ing wero not sufficiontly thick, Sharf-din asked him 
to mako thom thickor, bub the Guru rejoined saying, 
that ono Karm Singh would, at somo Lature poriod, 
ineroase tho breadth of the walls and xenamo tho 
placo in honor of tho Seikls. That ho would build 
shrines both inyide and oulside, and also build his 
tomb. 

Tho Ghun thon rolnved to his camp in the gars 
den, but his wifo and hor brother TKirpul, und 
sovoral olhor Soikhy, remained bohind. When 


Sharfdin camo to seo him one day, the Guru said 
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that ho was preparing o depart, as tho rainy seagon 
had passed away. ‘Your prosonco horo,’ said Sharf- 
din, ‘was a sourco of groat ploasuro to mo,’ ‘Lho 
Guru advised him to fix his thonghis on God, to 
minister to deyolcos and saints, and to bo hunublo 
and lowly in heart, for then ho would be always 
happy, Sherf-din from thal day adopted the stylo 
ofa mondicant, and lived like a vecluso in lis own 
house, 

At his doparinre, Sharf-din prosontod the Guru 
with cooking ulensils, donts, a camel, and a splon- 
did horse, as well as n carvingo for his lady, and 
asked him where ho intonded to go. Tho Guru 
tald him that ho was going to tho ‘junglo country’ 
in which was situated the Scikh ‘Kansheo,’* though 
unknown up to the presont time, ‘Tam now goo 
ing,’ said ho, ‘to mako it known to tho world’ On 
being pressed, tho Guru promised 4o visit him 
again on his return, and thon mounted his horse aa 
Sharf-din held tho slirrup, Ilo oncampeod thal day

When the Gure arrived at the village of 
Mulowal in Patiala, ho agked for wator, bub somo 
gamindars, who wore sibling near a well, said, that 
ihe wator was brackish, and that tho woll was in 
consoquonco coyored over with branches, Tho Gun 
orderod them to remove tho branches and to 
bring him somo wator, Alter washing his hee, 
and winsing his mouth, ho doclared the wator 
fo bo sweet, and since then tho water of thal 
well has bocome sweet, ag is well known, Tho Guru 
thon prodicled that other wells would bo sunk ab that 
place, Tho zamindars now cover up evory tenth woll 
in Urls part of tho country. Tho Guru having ou 
eamped to the west of the villaga, enquired ghout tho 
principal inhabilanta, and was informed by Gobinda 
Chowdri that thorosvere soyon headmon in tho village, 
but that ho was tho only person who received and 

 entorlained travellers, ‘Tho Guru thon expressed his 
, intention of giving turbans lo all the headmen, Le

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hallod thoro nino days, and tho yillagors woro yory 
attentive to him,

At tho noxt stago his horse suffered from a govoro , 
colio, and he was obliged to hall, ‘Tho place wt which 
ho stoppod is slill hold in great vonoration. ‘

The Guru continued his journcy tho noxt day, and 
halted at the villago of Sokha, in {ho Patiala Lervitory, 
noar an old temple, round which thovo were formorly 
22 villages, inhabiled by Jats of the Jowanda olan, 

Tuloka, tho chiof of this clan, was colcbrating his 
danghter’s wedding at tho timo with great pomp. lo 
guve 22 foasts to his son-in-lnw’s followors, but took 
no notice of the Guru, who was hospiinbly received - 
by Durgoo IIuvcoka of tho Sidho clan or ¢ gol,’ whom 
the Guru blessed, being much pleasod with him 3 but 
he was oxtromely onragod with tho Jowanda tribe. 

lis said that Guru Gobind Singh was with Guru 
Tegh Bahadat on this occasion, 

Ono day Tuloka wore shoes ombroiderod with 
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silyor, and was seon by tho Guru, who mado enquinies 
about him. hoy told him thal his namo was Tuloka, 
‘To iy mentally blind’ said the Gure, ‘When told 
thal ho was the possessor of 22 villages, tho Guru 
clapped his hands and suid threo times, ‘All aro 
gono, neilhor 22 nor 23 romain’ ‘Tho Jo- 
wandas wore tho followers of Madho Dass 
Baivagi, whose son-in-law was living in this village, 
and had al ono timo soryed the Guru, who now ad- 
visod him to return to his house in tho Jallandar Do- 
ab, ag tho Jowandas wore about lo tho destroyed lika 
the Syalpoors. Ifo theroforo removed to the Jullan- 
dar Donb with his fimily. 
Sanur 5, 

The Guru then proceadod to Addihaya in Patiala, 
and halled undor a grove of ‘Tahlt ivocs, Whon tho 
Jowandas aflorwards heard of tho curso pronounced 
upon thom by the Guru, thoy hastonod aftor him and 
entrented him oarnosily, saying, ‘OQ proteclor of the 
poor, forgive us, wo havo gono astray.’ Tho Guu 
anid, ‘OQ Jowandas, you will not bo allowed to dwell 
in your villago, bul in any other placo whero you may 
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sollle, you will prosper. Tho J owandas of Koom- 
bhurwal in tho Patiala torritory having come {fo tho 
Gura with milk, and othor provisions, ho waa much 
pleased with thom and blessed thom, snying, that. 
thoir villago would continue to prospor, sa Khan's 
army subsoquontly attacked and destroyed tho 
TJowandas, but tho inhabitants of Koombhurwal, who | 
had presented the Guru with a horse, wore saved by , 
his blessing. Aftorwards o villago sprang up about 
amilo westward of tho spot whore tho anciont tomplo 
of Sokha stood. Joga Singh of Ifarocka, who know 
thal tho Guru had pulup ab Mulowal, though ho was 
not suro at what particular placa, bogan 10 make on- 
quirios, and an old shoe-makor pointed oub tho Kar- 
eer tree under which'the Guru had placod his couch, 
Joga Singh built a small platform thord and usod to 
prostrate himsolf regularly beforo it, The Pathans 
became hostile to him, but hoe neyor discontinued tho 
practice of bowing before the platform, Io bocamo 
tho chiof of Sokha, where his decendants live to this 
day. 7 
The inhabitants of Addihaya algo took no nolico 
of the Guru, and ho waa vory much displeasod with 
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thom, A, corlain farmor was vory much annoyod ab 
sooing tho Guru's hordsman grazing his onttle on 
the pastures, and pulting a scarf round tho nook of 
the offender, dragged him away, ‘ho man complained. 
to the Guru of the treatment he had reccived, and itaoon 
altorhappened that tho poople of that village hogan lo 
die of swollon necks, The Guru, who sas living undor a 
topo of Tahli troos noar a small tank, was wailed 
upon by a zamindar, who heving mado his obcisance 
sat down, and began to doseribe how the people were 
dying of swollen nocks, Tho Gurn said thnt they 
must havo perscouted somo Seikh, ‘O Guru,’ said 
the zamindar, ‘Cho devastation is grout. A Ind who 
brought his wife home only yostorday, died lo-day.’ 
Tho Guru suid, thal they would recover by bathing 
in tho tank, and whon tho zamindar objoctod that 
shoo-makors washed Icathor hy it, and that ib was 
filthy, the Guru hinsolf bathed in it, and look somo 
mud out of it Whoninformed by tho zamindars 
of Urls cireumstanco, tho whole village ome {o tho 
tank to bathe, and mado the water quite muddy. 
The plague disappeared from the village, and the peo- 
plo began to enjoy health, Hyon up to tho present day,

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the people of this village resort to (his tank in cases 
of aisknoss, as is well known throtghoel India, 
Lhe people thon began to minister to the Guru, who, 
hoing propitinted, asked fo what erste tho zamindars 
living thore belonged, and on being told that they 
wore of tho, Sarao caste, ho said that the viNage 
would prosper,

Tho Guru thon marched on {6 a placo within a 
mile of the village of Dhoula in the Nabha lorritory, 
Tho Gurw’s horsa suddonly stopped here, and Jecamo 
so obstinnie that he would not move, ‘he Guru 
whippotant sourved the anima, bat he only backed 
a little, and dgain stood still, The Guev thereupon 
yomarked thet the villagers were the slaves of the 
Mohamedans, and that therefore his horse would not 
prococd, IIo returned fo tho village of Sohawal, and 
made a ‘Socheta’ there,

The Gurn did not stop al Kalla, because the 


people of that village did nol receive him hoypitablys 
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He did nol halt eyon ab Bussiyan, which is silutiod 
in Brilish torvilory, but pitched his camp a a villago 
now Dhilwan in Nabhy lorrilory, The zamindars 
inhabiting that village wero called (Motus! An 
eclipse of tho sun took place thal day, and the Guru 
performod some magnificonl coramonios on tho oe- 
easlon, The crowds of roligious mondicants assen- 
blod there wore fod by the Gen, who also distributed 
101 Kupla cows, which aro considered the est. ‘Tho 
Quojralios of Tuppa, a villago in the Patinla terri- 
tory, al first doclined to receive the cows, but aftor 
some explanation from tho Guru, necopted them, In 
the ovoning tho Guru started, and mado a ‘Sochola? 
at Doolwein, which was inhabited by people of tho 
Dhaluval tribe, for the village of Mow: did not 
thon exist, ‘There is a tank neay (hts village, and 
thogo who give alms thore during an eclipse prospey 
oxecedingly.

Tho noxt halt was at Dikhan, a village in Bhadouw 

torvilory, where a Scikh onireated the Grn to como

The Seikhs called the pooplo of this villago fools, and 
the Guru turned his horse to continue his journey, 
wherenpon Khomari Ohowdri romarkod that these 
strangors wore vory proud. 

Saxnt 10, 

The Gurn halted tho next day ab Alt Sheri, and 
tho poople of Bhundor hearing that Guru Togh 
Bahadar had passed thom without halting at thoir 
‘village, were oxtremoly grioyod, and said among

themsolyos, ‘It is a mattor of groat rogrot that ‘tho 
Gu stoppod at tho villago of Dhilwan for throa 
months, and wo did not entortain him evon for a 
single day” Thoy camo {to Ali Short in gront 
ansioly, bringing with thom a prosent consisting of 
an oight anna pioco, and two lumps of Jaggory. En- 
quirmg on the way whothor it was nocessary for 
visitors to make a prosont to ihe Guru, and being 
told by somo ono that it was optional to give or not 
to give, and that ho himsolf had visited tho Gru 
without presenting anything, tho pooplo of Bhandar 
ate up tho jaggory, and dividing tho cight annas 
among thomsolves, visited tho Guru omply-hand- 
ed, Whon ihe pooplo of Ali Shori heard that tho 
Bhandars had givon no prosont, thoy followod their 
examplo, and also visited tho Guru ompty-handed. 


The trunk of a plum treo, which had boon 
sovored from its roots, was lying near tho platform 
upon which tho Guu pub up. This dry trunk 
suddenly brought forth leaves and branches in 
angwer to the Quru’s prayors, 
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Sacut 11. 

On tho following day at noon, the Guru having 
halted at Joga, a village in the Patinla slate, asked 
whethor any ono lived in Uiat neighbourhood, and 
was Cold that very few peaple ware labo seen thore, 
Yo thon marched farther on, and met Jogra) wha 
bogged of him lo slay al his house, Tho Guru 
adyised him to build a villago there, as ib was an 
auspicious spot. Jograj accoidingly founded the 
village of Joga, ‘I'he Guava then halted at Bhoopoli, 
avillago in Patiala, and the pooplo thera supplied 
him with milk and eream, ad grass and gram for 
his horses, 

Sanur 12, 

the Guru thon marebed onwards and hulled ab 
Kheewa, in tho stato of Patiala, whero only ona 
Scikh named Singha visited (ho Gumi, and snpplied 
him with grass, fuel, and cucking utensils, Whon 
ho wanted to volurn to his house, tho Gun sald, 
‘ Why are you going so soon, sii down? Singha ro- 
presented that a zamindar’s son had been betrothed 
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thal day, and thal sugar was being distributed int the 
village, and that it was thorefore necessary for him 
toga, § You are appointed, sud the Gan, to my 
gervico + slop Jiere, and you will be allowed double 
rations.” Singha remainod as directed, nnd enjoyed 


doublo rations. 


Sanur 13, 

Tho Gura on his march to Sinaha, a village in the 
Patiala territory, met a hody of Seikhs from Kabul, 
To halted at once, and spread his carpets umder 
tho trees of a forest. ‘They simg some hymns and 
mado their oNcrings, and the Guru being much plensed 
Dlessed thom, A aunindar, who was ploughing 
his land new that place, observed what way going 
on, and thinking that le nist bo somo great man, 
placed broad and bulter-milk before the Guru, who 
handed them to his disciplos, saying, ‘Lhis is your 
shave, and you may onjoy it? Afierenling n litle 
himself, he blessed the zamindae, and said, that milk 
would always wbound in his house; and go it hap-

Tho Shaikhs or disciples of tho prophot Sarwar 
came to Desraj and said, ‘Behold you hayo committed 
a gront sin in throwing away tho staff, and paying 
heod to the words of tho Shodhi, Guru ‘Togh Bahadar, 
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who is nothing moro than a sorcerer, Ropent now, 
and propave an offoring for the prophet, ‘Throw away 
the arrows, and resumo the stall. Bow down before 
it, and koop it always wilh you.’ Throwing away 
the arrows in compliance with this admonition, Dosoo 
resumed. his slaff, whilo the disciplos of Sarwar broko 
the arrows into plecos, and throw thom into an ovon. 
Thus did Dosraj ruin himsolf at the instigation of tho 
disciples of Sarwar,

A Brahman waited on the Guru ab Khiale, and 
aftor a litle whilo whon he was going, the Guru 
ordered him to send somo fir. The Brahman

- enclosure with a ‘jund ? treoin the middle, and askod 
the pooplo of tho villago to open the door that he 
might put up thoro, 

Tho Lumbordars, howovor, bogged oarnestly 
that ho would not do go, as tho placo was haunted by 
a demon, who would kill any man or woman that 
went there, for only a few days ago a child had boon 
killed by him. Tho Guru said he would -deivo out 
the domon, and cause a puro spirit to take his place, 
‘Ido not fenr demons,’ snid he, ‘T havo alvondy ‘ 
driven one, with all his companions, oul of Anund. 
pur, and am quito ablo to drivo this ono away algo,? 
At night the demon told the Guru that about 145 
.yoars since ho was expelled from Goindwall by Gura 
Amar Das, and had taken up his abode in that wild 
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country, Tho Guru, howevor, ordered him away to 
some othor pleco, saying, ‘1 gonsider ‘Tulwandi 
as saeved as Bonaros, and no evil spirit shull

Saxnz 17, 

At Mow, the Gura usod to go ovory dny loa 
tank and make tho villagors oloan it in his prosonee 
whilo ho sab undor tho Tuli trees, Tho anniversary 
of ono of tho eight precoding Gurus having fllen 
during his residence here, tho Seikhs and dovolass 
from all quarters camo to soo the Gwe, Aflor a 
month and lon days, whilo arranging to proceed on 
his jownoy, he foll ino n lranco, and remained on 
conscious for many days. When ho recovered, mul- 
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ditudes of villagors and Seikhs came to make onquir- 
jes, Xe told them that tho fivo Beers given to 
Dessoo had been troated very badly by him, and 
that they had therefore dostroyed him.

listen to thom. fato is inexorable and no one can 
evade it, Dosoo did not appreciate the Guru's gift. 
‘T exalted Dosoo,’ said the Guru, ‘to a position 
lofty onough to make him worthy of tho namo of 
Desraj, and he would have become the possessor of 
a flourishing village in this barren land, but ho has 
now forfeited my favor.’

had dono so, Ifo informed thom that grand 
tomplo, nino sponrs in height, with goldon pin. 
naclos, would bo oroctod on that spot, Tho Soilshs 
asked by whom, and woro told that tho Guea 
himself would appony in hiy tonth inoamation 
as a glorious boing wilh miraculous powors, 
and vast weallh, ‘IIo will,’ said ho, ‘bo both 
wking, and a davotao, Ilo will give grand 
feasts to,Brabmans, and worship tho grand davi, who

Sooing this, all who wore 
present, Seilchs and dovolces, men and womon, bogan 
to clean the tank, .

While out hanting ono day the Guru noticed a 
lofiy structure about 5 miles away, and asked the 
Seikhs what is was, They told him that it was tho 
fort of Bitunda, Tho Guru remarkod that is was

The Guru thon marched further on and halted at 
Soolisur, where four thioves entered his camp, two 
being [indus and tho othor two Mahomodans, 
Scoing a lioncrouch before the Guru, afler walking 
round him, the Mahomedan thieves said that they 
would not steal any thing from the Guu as he was 
undoubtedly a prophet; but the Ilindus said that 
they would, as he had horsos worth thousands of 
rupees.

The next day the Guru halted at Goormna, whore 
tho Jats of Goga followed him, bul ho took no notico 
of them.

On the following day, tho Gton halted at 
Makoror, whore ho was algo fullowed by tho Juls of 
Goga, whom ihe Sungatnowreconmonded to moray, 
saying, ‘O proloolor of tho poor, although theao 
Jals have committed a hoinous ovimo, still wa trust 
you will pardon thom now,’ Tho Guru roplicd, that 
ho liad pulled up thoir roots, and east thom into the 
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gen, Tho Sungat’s influenco, however, provailed so 
far that the Burghassias were pardoned. 

Addressing the Goolgoolia tribe, the Guru seid, 
that five of their number would bo able to sland against 
the wholo of tho Syodvinn tribe, On the other hand, 
tho Syodvians wero told, that their power would noyer 
excecd moderate limils, 

The herdsmen of the Sidhoo tribo were in atlon- 
dance with blankets and jars of ghee, ‘The Gura 
aoooptod their presents, and confirmed their faith in 
Scikhism.

At Jheond tho next day the Guin mot ono of his 
Musunds, a zamindar named Duggoo, ‘ Duggoo,’ 
said, he, ¢ for mecting mo hore with this present, 
milk shall abound in your house.

Tho Guru thon ordered his followers ta wash 
his clothes in tho adjoining tank, for they had 
Leon soiled in crossing tho Ghaggar in a bout oh 
tho previous day.

the images of Uw gods lo the ancient temple, it 
was now called Nuthoowana ; that Modni Mall 
zaminiar used to distribuie food tv the poor afiorbath- 
ing in this lank ; and thal, his wife, who also used to 
bathe hore, finding tho tank dry ono morning, and 
being vory much disappointed, prayod (hat,tit it wore 
“yeally saored, ib womld supply her with  sufi- 
cient walor to porform her devotions, and that 
immediately upon her lifting a” clod, water gushed 
out and filled tho tank; und that, sinee thal day, no 
one washed Ded clothes in it, Thus all becamo 
requainled with the importance of this Teorath, which 
: since that day has boon called Goovoosar, while the 
plac ab which the Guru's clothes wero washed is 
\ ealled Dhobe, 
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Sax 80, 

Bhai Phaivoo Oodasseo, tho Guru’s old waterman, 
had served Guu Tar Tai and Guru War Kishn in . 
that capacity, Io was so thoroughly devoled,to his 
duties, that ho nover allowed himself leisure to opon 
his big turban, and comb his hair, which consoquont. 
ly was full of vermin, Ono day, whilo ho was make ‘ 
ing his salaam, a louso fell out, and ho picked ib up 
and replaced it in his hair, Tho Guru asked 
why he acted in that strango mannor. ‘ Protector of 
the poor,’ said the man, ‘this louse becamo homoloss, 
and I simply restored him 1o his dwolling.” ‘Ask 
anything you please,’ said tho Gur in astonishment, 
‘Iam,’ said tho man, ‘but tho slave of your slaves, 
and want nothing oxcept your prayors to keop ma 
from want’ ‘O Bhat Phairoo,’ said the Guru, 
‘you shall nover bo in want, and, morcovor, as you 
haye served in tho kitchens of threo Gurus, you shall 
have a kitchon of your own lo fead the poor, You 
shall bo the father of a clan, in which ovon mondicunts

Bhayle (herofore 
roloasod him, Rymoon offsred to reward Bhugte, 
who asked him to muko awoll for him in his 
village, Ramoon accordingly Imill tho well, bib ib 
sollapsod as s00n ag ib was ready, owing Lo tha 


nagical aris of Kelian Dass Balragao, who had

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also sunk a well proviously in that village, Bhugta 
now summonad the dovil whom ho had released, 
and commanded him to repair the well, With the 
assisianco of other dovils, who wero in his servico, 
ho procured stono from Dulhi, and lime from Lahore, 
and rebuilt, tho well in ono night. Bhai Bhugte 
now built n fort, and announced that hoe had roserved 
one side of it for tho doyil, Ilo also ordered 
fivo maunds of gram to be provided daily, and tho 
poople sod to hear tho devils grinding il, A Targo 
quantity of flax was also spun by them ovory night, 
Thoso circumslances aro well known to all tho rosi- 
donls of Bhugia.

Tho Guru hallod ab Shivram, and mot a whito- 
bonrdod Syad, drossod in white, who had concoalod 
himself under 2 ‘sarooh’ loo, near tho Doda tank, 
Tho Syad saluted the Guru, who enquired if ho 
was well and happy. ‘ Yos,’ roplied tha Syad, 
‘Tam really happy now, having soon your divine

replied tho Guru, ‘Bona Pal, who built the town of 
Bathinda, was a very conscientious prince, in whose 
roign no ono snffored from hungor or nakedness, so 
gronl was his charity. Thoro wero many wells and 
canals in his time, and he was as rich as Koonare, 
tho god of wealth,’ * How long ago was this,’ intor-

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rupted the Soikha, ‘Mao lived 1,400 years ngo,’ con- 
tinued the Guru, fand sank piles in the Sullej, 
upon which he buill a fort.” ‘Tlow has tho fort 
slood so many years,’ asked tho Seikhs, Tho Guru 
told thom that parched ¢ Ul’ had been thrown into 
tho kilns to make the bricks durablo, ‘A Brahman 
woman who lived in Bathinda,’ continuod the Guru,

flour, sho hogan to sorve tho Brahmans, , At this the 
god of corn was highly incengod and wont to Vishnu, 
‘Who has offended. you,’ said Vishnu. ‘Who * 
would do so, Yow aro honored evon by mo, 
than whom thoro is no one moro poworful,’ ‘Tho 
god of corn replied, ‘ Ifo in whoso country thoro ig 
noithor Iningor nor nokednoss, is grontor than your 
self, Such is Bona Pal, in whose dominions filth 
has been put to my lips.’ All the gods wore indig. 
nantat tho insult offered to the god of corn, and 
Vishnu, ordered Sanochur to afflict the country of

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Bona Pal with famine for 12 years ; to causo tha 
wolls, tho brooks, and tho rivers to dry up ; and to 
omply the granaries in 7 days. Thon Sancehur 
informed Bona Val of Vislnu's displensure, and in 
consideration of his virtues, advised him to leayo the 
country. ‘he king rolirod Lo Oojoin, tho capital of 
Bikarmadil, in Malwa, The woman you saw was 
Malwa, whose sin being now forgiven, the country 
will flourish again’ he Burar zamindars listenod 
wilh groat ablontion to this ancedote,

Jhulan Singhi, who used to play tho banjo very 
well, was asked by @ woman servant to come in and 
play before tho Gurn’s wife, ns ho had no listeners 
whore ho was then playing, Ho asked if such was 
hoy own or his mistross’ wish, She voplied that 
though she had no ordors from hoy mistress, there 
was no fear of hor gotling angry, When informed 
that Jhulan Singh had como, the Guru’s wife en- 
quired whether he could play the Guru’s byjnne, 
and boing told that he only played a banjo, sho con-

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sonted to hear him. dhulan Singh afler singing 
somo comic songs wonl away, bul folb very sorry for 
what ho had dono, and asked himself whothar he 
would have sung such songs had his sister or mother 
hoon present. ‘Imust have given great oftenco,’ suid 
ho, ‘Lo punish himself ho cul off his genital organs, 
and determined nol to spetk again. Whon tho Gara 
returned and hoard of what Jhulan hed done, he 
romarked that his bad passions would nevor leayo 
him. Jhulan Singh’s wound healed, and he ye- 
sumed his attondance on the Guru, 

Tho site on which tho villago of Mour now 
stands, was formorly inhabited by tho pooplo of 
Jowand and Dulmi. Jhulan Singh and his sors’ 
vant used to live there in thoss days. ‘Tho Moura 
from Snhoo, who settled in this villago aftorwards, 
calod Jhulan Singh, Aquab (the dumb man), 
Aquab’s vesidence was surroundod by a fovost of 
plum treos, and tho viliQgos of Lapah and Dhontab 
Rataly wero situated vory closo to it, Jhulan in thoso | 
daya was a vory dovont man, and, as he possessed 7 
tho gif, of prophecy, tho Moms respected him 
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yory highly. Tho zamindars of Saboo at ono time 
conlomplated an attack on the Mours, and Jhulan 
Ringl used Co prevent their cattle from grazing in 
the direction of 'Tapah, by driving them: back with 
his staff. People begaujto ask what Aquab meant 
by this, slrango, behaviour, and continned 1o tako 
their cattle oul in spite of him, for they could not 
mako oul, what he meant, Tho mon of Saboo 
at last seized the cattle, and then it was undorstood 
why Aqual used lo drive them back. As Agnab 
now began to strike his stomach rapidly with his 
hands, the Mours thought ho meant Unat they would 
triumph over their enemies in the end ; and when 
they shortly after,” with the help of their allies in » 
neighbouring villago, brought back their cattle, 
Aquab became a great oracle, In fact, the house in 
which lio lived is yenorated to this day,

dissimulation and hypoerisy thoy lef behind them, 
They exceeded in number the multitude that attends 
tho Anantporo fair, and it waa nob possible to sco 
from ono end of tho erowd io tho other. Songs of 
joy and praiso wore heard throughout the assombly, 
and all wailed on tho Guru, though he had his own 
sorvants, ‘Thore wore somo who hoped to be blossed 
with wives and children, and prosperity, Daovotoos 
and rocluses also resorted to him. Day and night 
tho multitude surrounded him, and ho daily diskei- 
butod gold and silvor to those who were deserving of

Bhai Rapa, made a bed for the Guru, and presented 
i, to him. Tho Guin was very much pleased with il, 
and gavo them, in retin, a book contuining 64 
+ Sukhis or tales. ‘Tho Guru happened to look towards 
his hovsos just at this momont, and seeing tho Seikh 
woman again, asked who sho was, and sent for her, 
fSbo came, and began to flattor him, “Why have 
you come to my camp,’ said ho ‘Lam sufluing 
from remorse, she replied, ‘ far Ming my daughter, 
and have como io solicit pardon, for without il, J 
shall suffor for 1,000 births’ ‘Lho king aflor a short 


silence, tuld her lo walk inlo the adjuining tank, 
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dvessed as she was, Whon the water camo up to hor 
mouth, the Guru ordored her lo como onl, tolling her 
that her sing had boon pardoned, Wo thon told his 
disciples that in futuro all women guilty of a similar ‘ 
offence, would bo pardoned on plunging into that 
tank in full dross, 

As the Guru was undressing, 2 small snake about 
thiee inchos in length, fell oul of his waistband, 
Tho Scikhs tried to kill it, but il crawled away, and 
disappeared in a jund treo, They asked what this 
signified, and tho Guru said, ‘This snake was fanine, 
I caught it in this Malwa, and intendod to lot it loogo 
in tho Malwa of Oojein, bub ib has ayeapod, Is thera 
a Brhimma (a peepul trec) anywhero here?’ The 
Scikhs searched throughous tho jund forest, but 
could not find a peepul mmywhero, (ill aman glinbed 
tho jund troo into which tho snake had osenped, and 
found one about threo inchos long growing on it, 
‘This is Brhimma, fio ¢ poopul,’ suid the Guru, ‘for 
the poepul is a symbol of Brhimma, ‘This poapul is 
porvaded in a spocial mannor with Brhimma’s powor, , 
just as tho incarnation of Khrishna is a special mani. 
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foslation of Bhugwan, This jund is a domon, and 
this poopul a god, The god will overwhelm the 
demon,  Whon I yisil tho Panjab the Khalsa will 
* draw their swords, ‘They shall become more formida- 
ble daily, and shell establish themsolves in all 
quarters” 

In the monntime tho brothers, Dowlat Ram and 
Fatla, camo in and saluted tho Guru, who immediate- 
ly ordered bhung to bo prepared and passed round ; 
but Intta refusod to drink, Tho Guru pressed him, 
but ho still refused, saying that ho would become 
mad if ho drank it, Dowlat Ram, howovor, drank; 
and tho brothers after a liltlo while returned home. 

An old woman, namod Bhawali, now camo in, 
and prosontod a vossol of milk. Seeing a girl in her 
arms, tho Garr askad how tho child was rolaled to 
her, ‘Sho is my daughter,’ said tho old woman, 
‘Thor daughtlor’s son,’ snid tho Guru, ‘shall be my 
Seilh, and withal a vory valinl man, and a great 
genoral, beforo whom no cnomy shall bo able to 
stand,’ ° 

Dowlat Ram and Falta haying reached home, 
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pdople bogan to remark that the formor had taken 
bhang, whilo tho lattor had refused il, and asked tho 
ronson why. Eatin said Uint he was willing lo take 
iLnow. Ilo accordingly again prosonted himself 
boforo the Gura, and asked for blinng, bub was told 
thal Dowlut Ram had drunk it all, “hero is soma 
unpropared bhumg,’ said the Guru, ‘prepare ib for 
yoursoll? =“ Tiol mo havo that oven,’ said Tatta, 
Thoy gavo him tho drogs of tha Jast polation, and 
whatovor could bo gob hy washing the postls and the 
slrainors, ho drank it and beeamo intorstoatlod, 

Tho Guru spoko very gracionsly to Dalla, and 
again requestod that ho would acamnpany lim je tho 
Decoun, promising {o confor a soversignty upon him * 
‘Lamy sald Dalla, ‘tho rulor of thiy country, Tb 
will be butter to leayo mo whore | am! ‘No,’ said 
tho Guru, ‘you must accompany mo, Nuwrangi 
(Aurangzebo) is dead, and tho throne of Delhi ts 
ynoant 3 como with m6, and Twill place you on it” 
{1 am,’ suid Dalla, Su keoper af cons, better 
leave mo hore’ ‘No,’ said the Guru, ‘eome with me. 


Wherever Dam, a seat shall be reserved for you? 
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‘Tho marauders, oxpostulated Dalla, ‘will dovas- 

tato the counlry, I am ils protector, leave me here.’ 

“Go then,’ said the Guru, ‘the country shall bo saved, 
"Dut you shall porish,’ 

Ram Singh and Tiloka Singh, clasping thoir 
hands, said, ‘Command us, and we will accompany 
you to tho Deccan,” ‘Lhavo,’ «said the Guru, ‘con- 
ferred on you tho sovoroignty of this country.” As 
it was now golting dark, Dalla and the othor cour- 
tors hastonod to thofr homes. Next morning the 
Qui onguired after thom, and a Malang faqir 
xoplied, “All have gono, Dalla aswell as Mullah. 
Tore aro noither courtiors nor servants; no one, in 

* fhol, save Allah,’ 

Dowlat Ram now camo in and prosented a Khaso 
(shoot) to the Guru, who said, ‘Ilo who hasa 
hase, shall also ayo the Daso (country); your off- 
apring shall rule for fivo gonoralions, and thon my 
Khalsa shall roign? a? 

Te thon ordored his ationdants to prepare Kavah 
Porshad, ‘ Lulo,’ said he, ‘5 rupeos and 4 armas with 


you. Givo 4 annas to tho bania as profil, and bring 
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osnctly fivo rupaos worth of matorials.’ ‘Tho Seilchs 
went, and asked for tho malorinls required, offering 
four annias as profil. Tho hania, however, only gava 


thom four supecs worth, asying, 1 havo givon you * 


fivo rupoos worth of things, and havo taken four 
annas as profit,’ ‘When tho things were brought 
bofoxo the Guru, ho asked how much thoy had spont, 
Thoy stated that thoy had bought 5 rupeos worth 
of things, and had givon 4 annas a4 profil. ‘Why 
havo you brought only 4 Tes, worth ? said tho Gurny 


* go and call the bania. To was accordingly onlled,, 


and boing asked how many rupoos worth of things 
he had givon, said, ¢ Thavo givon 5 Ty worth, and 
taken 4 annas as profit,’ (Why, you havo given 
only 4 Rs, worth,’ said tho Grew, Tho banin clasp~ 
od his hands, and foll at tho Guru's foot, who mado 
him rostoro tho amon’ he had takon fraudulonily 
fourfold, Karah Porshad waa now prepared 5 and 
tho bania was convortod lo Sikhism. Aflor tho 
fonst tho Gun ordorod the Soikha to volun to thotr 
families in tho Panjab, conjuring thom lo remain 


firm in their faith, Ho himself sob out for tho Dosean, 
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on the 5th IKathio, when tho moon was in hor secontl 
quarior, 

Hero ends the Sakhi. Say ‘Wah Guru; 
brothers’ Io who reads this attontivoly shall obtain 
the Guru’a blossing, ’

The Guru then encamped at Madhusedhana, 18 
miles further on.

Tho Guru next marched 18 miles, and encamped 
at Pubkar, :

Ho next encamped at Churn. 
Barn 116, 

Tho Guru noxt pitched his’ tents at Noraina, 
noar the mausoleum of Dadoo. THe saluted the 
mausoleum by lifling an arrow to his head, angi the 
Khalsa domandod 4 fing, which ho immediately offerod 
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{o poy, The Whalsa having fixed tho fino ab Ta 
5,000, a Soilsh ohjectod that it was too mush, and 
proposed to reduce it lo Rs. 500. Another thinking 
Ts. 500 too much, somo ono said, that the Ghun 
would noi fool tho loss of that sum, — Ono, howovor, 
said that ho would not he galisfiod undor fivo Inkhs ; 
but it was argued, that, though tho Guru could pay 
even that sum, alill tho Khalsa would find it impossi« 
ble to pay fines in proportion horoafler, hoy ab 
longth asked tho Guru to pay Ts, 125, whieh they 
spontin tho purchase of  kitchon tont for tho Guen's 
followers. ‘ho Sadoo in chargo of tho mausoloum 
was & ‘pupil of Dadoo's pupil. Soveral Soikhs 
visited him, and whon ho asked who tho Guru was, ' 
told him that ho was Guru Gobind Singh, who 
had succooded Guru Nanak Joo; that ho was of war 
with the. King of Dolhi, and had contonded wif! him 
for 8 months, during which porlod he had taken’ ion 
lakhs of horses ; ‘ant (hat lio was now returning, 
Thoy also,deseribed tho battle in which the Cun 
had slofealed tho Mahomedans, Monring all this, the 
Mahanth rose to go and pay his respects to tho Guru, 
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but the Sadoo advised, that he should be sent for. 
The Mahanth was of opinion that it was always 


propor io go to ono who wag so supremely greni, and 


withel a visitor, to whom doference is always due. 


Taking somo swoetmonts, and ‘accompanied hy other 
Sadoos, ho sol out to wail on the Guru, whom he 
found sealod ona platform at tho foot of a bir tree. 
Aller the usual grootings, tho Guru said, ‘Come, be 
sontod, O disciples of Dadoo. ‘This war,’ said 
tho chiof Sadoo, ‘is to support tho claims you 
havo advanced. Your ancoslors novor asserted suoh, 
olaims” ‘No,’ said the Guru, ‘ho wha would 
lift a brick {0 throw at 4 man, had bottor “take a 
slono, Tho Mahomedans have grievously persecuted 
doyoteos, faqirs and Brahmans, and we must thoyefoxp 
root them oul.’ Whon tho Sadoos brought provisions 
for tia Guru's kilchon, ho asked them to provide 
flogh also for his falcons, bub tho Sadoos requested 
that ho would give them grgin “insload that day. 
Givo it to them,’ said the Guru, ‘if thoy will eat 
ti’ Tho fnloons got somo “jawar? which they ale.

“changod his dross_on the opposito bank, aud tho 
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Scikhs in astonishment onquived what all this moant. 
‘You plunged into tho Inko mounted,’ said they, 
‘and, your horgo, and your robes hayo turned white |’ 
‘This isa snoved bathing place,’ replied the Guru, 
‘and this is tho auspicious hour, Ram Ohandor 
Joa in auctont times, when he was at war with his 
sons Love, and Kush, stopped at this lake, on his 
rolurn from Ram Teerath,’ The Seikhs then began 
to bathe ‘in tho lake, the Guru having told thom 
that it was the auspicious hour, and the time of 
tho Avijil Nakshatar. ‘This lako,’ continued the 
Guru, ‘washes away tho sins of those who bathe 
in it, Tho horso’s head will show that he 
was onlively black bofore; and you will also be 
rominded that I was on my way to the Deccan whon 
tho change took place, Tho Soikhs will horeafter 
any, thal thoy woro journoying to tho Docean 
when tho Guru’s horse turned whito, Tho tw- 
ban I kopt black to makg tho Niheng Soikhs 
adopt that color. Rama Nand porformed penance 
hove,’ ‘Tho Seikhs rominded him, that ftema Nand 
was born at Kashi, but he said, ‘Thore wero two 


> 
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Roma Nands. Rama Nand of Kashi was tho head 
of the Bhagats, and the othor was a followor of 
Nirad, Io was first called Abiloo, and used to look 
after oulllo, Ie was born in a village, which is 
now lying in ruins in. tho midst of tho wild tracb 
of country surrounding Bathinda and Ramonwal. 
While grazing his cows ho met Nirad, who taught 
him his devotions, and placing his hands on hia 
head, inspired him avith Imowlodgo to discorn bo 
twoon ight and wrong, saying, ‘Wo who calls 
you Abloo, shall moot wilh disasters, bab ho who 
enlls you Rama Nand ghall obtain happiness.’ Ii 
cows retarned to their village, bub ho camo at once 
to Swaithsur, to pexform penance ; and yondor is 
his mausoloum. Tho Soikhs asked which was tho 
best day for bathing, and tho Guru told thom that 
t would be best to bntho when the sun ja ontloving 
tho donth sign of tho zodino. 

Ram Chandor Foo pilchod his camp undor 
clump of Phulai trees to the wosl of Swaitheur, tho . 
iaditions fogarding which aro woll known through- 
out the country of Molva. “ 
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A. cloud of dust was scon in tha direction of 
Phutloo, and tho Seikhs concluded, that 1 Mahome- 
dan drmy was approaching, but the Guru said, that 
il was only caused by somo of his followers who 
wore coming to sea him. A parly was sont out to 
xoconnoilro, and they found on enquiry, that the 
followors of Lawann Scikh wovo approaching, On 
being asked who was encamped near tho lake, 
thoy snid that it was Gu Gobind Singh, the true 
king, They camo back, and made their report, 
Lawana shortly afior waited upon the Guru, and 
aflory making his oboisanco, presented 80 maunds 
of jaggory, which was distributed to tho’ Scikhs 
and the horses. Lawana Singh used to givea tonth 
of his annual income Lo the Guru. te 

Two Jogis onme and stood on tho west bank 
of tho lako, and salulod the Guru, who mado signs 
of welcomo to thom. Holding up ono of his fin- 

+ ors, ond thon two, and soon if succession, ho at 
i Aust Inid his opon hand on his bosom, Tho Jogis 
wont away evidently satisfied, but the Soikhs bre 
toasted against this procoeding by reminding the 
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Guru, that it was his ordot not to lave’ any 
intercoursa with thoso who pioreod thoir oars, » 
‘Thoy wore Copt Chand, and Bhatri, sokl the 
Guru. ‘Leb us thon," avid tho Soikhs, ‘ pay our 
respects to thom.! ‘hoy aro in tho Lal Ba- 
zor at Delhi, rejoined the Giuu, € Pray explain,’ - 
domanded the Sotkhs, what you meant by the 
signs you mado,’ ‘Tho Jogis,’ roplied the Guru, 
¢ yeprosantod that the prosonl ago was a vory try- 
ing ono, that tho Rokiswars, Monishwars, and 
gidhs had loft the world in alarm ; and askod 
how I would manage with tho mulliludo I had 
collected round mo, I xopliod by holding up 
one finger, to indicate, that by ministoring to 
even ono Soilh, ib wyould bo possible to ovorcome 
the diffioullios of life. Thoy suggested that the 
Saikhs might not be suficiontly pure and virlu- 
ous to anablo mo to ovorcome the ovils of the 
world, I thon bold ip two fingers. ‘Whon thoy 
made further objections, L hold up all my fingers 
‘hoy, still had doubts, howovor, and anid, ‘Th 
times sro hard, Supposo, that, eyon after minis 
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coring to five Sotkhg, wo should fil.’ I thon placed 
ny opon hand on my broast, io imply, that, ho 
vho ministored to fivo Soikhs, would bo undor my 
spocial protoction, and that I would bo his patron, 
Thoy tion admitlod, that under those circumstances, 
thoro would be nothing to foar.’ 

Tho Guru halled noarly 10 days at Jassi, 
and the pooplo of tho villago showed him ovory 
allention. IIo stayod oxnotly 9 days, 9 pahars, 
9 hours, and 9 minutos, Whon ho was leaving, 
tho villagers mado offerings to him, according to 
‘thoi moans,
